AUGUSTA, Me., July 15, 1884. 


The Hon. John B. Henderson and 


ofhers of the Committee. 
GENTLEMEN :—In accepting the nom- 


ination for the Presidency, tendered 
mo by the Republican National Conven- 
tion, I beg to express a deep sense of 
the honor which is conferred and of the 
dnty which is imposed. I venture to 
accompany the acceptance with some 
observations upon the questiou involved 
in the contest, questions whose settle- 
ment may nttect the future of the Na- 
tion favorably or unfavorably. For a 
long series of years, in enumerating the 
issues upon which the Republican party 
appeals for popular support, the con- 
veutiou has bsen singularly explicit and 
felicitous. It has properly given the 
leading position to the industrial inter- 
ests of (he country as affected by the 
tariff ou exports). On that question the 
two political parties are radically in 
conflict. 
Almost, the first act of the 


Republicans when 
they 
came into 


power in 18G1 was the establishment of 
tho principle of protection to American 
labor and to American capital. 
This 


principle the Republican has evtr since 
steadily maintained; while, on the other 
baud, tbe Democratic party in Congress 
has for fifty years persistently warred 
upon it. Twice within that period our 
opponents have destroyed the tariff nr- 
ranged for protection, and since tbe 
close of tbe civil war, whenever they 
have controlled the House of Represent 
atives, hostile legislation has been at- 
tempted—never 
more 
conspicuously 


than in their principal measure in the 
late session of Congress. 


THE TABIFF QUESTION 


And revenue laws are in theii very na- 
ture subject to frequent revision iu or- 
der tbut they may be adopted to the 
cbnuges and inodifieiitiocs 
of trade. 


The Republican paity is not contending 
for tlie pernmneDpy of any particular 
statute. The issue between the two 
parties does not have reference to 
.specific luw. It is fur broader and far 
deeper. It imolven a principle of wide 
application uud 
beneficent influence. 


Iu tbe uiauy tariff revisions which have 
been necessary for the past twenty-three 
vears, or which may hereafter become 
necessary, the 
Republican party has 


maintained and will maintain the policy 
of protection to American industry, 
while our opponents insist upon a re- 
vision which practically destroys thai 
policy. The issue is thus distinct, well 
defined and unavoidable. The pending 
election may determine the fate of pro- 
tection fur a generation. The over- 
throw of the policy means a large and 
permanent reduction in tho wages ol 
the American laborer, besides involving 
the loss of vast amounts of American 
capital invested in manufacturing en- 
terprises. 


The value of the preseat revenue sys- 


tem to the people of the United Statos 
is not a matter of theory, and I shall 
submit no argument to sustain it, bul 
will only invitti attention to certain facts 
of officiul recorJ which seem to consti- 
tute a demonstration. In the census ol 
1850 an effort was inude for the , first 
time in our history to obtnin a valua- 
tion of all the property in the United 
States. The attempt was in a large de- 
gree unsuccessful, partly from lack of 
time and partly from prejudice among 
many who thought the inquiry fora- 
shadowed a new scheme of taxation. 
The returns were incomplete and unsat- 
isfactory. Little more was done thnn 
to consolidate the local valuation nsediu 
the States for purposes of assessment, 
and thut, as every one knows, differs 
widely'from a complete exhibit of nil the 
property. In tbe census of I860, how- 
ever, the work was done with gieut thor- 
oughness, the distinction butwten "as- 
sessed" value and true value being cam 
fully observed. 
The grand lomilt was 


that the "true" value of all fciio property 
in the States and T«rritoni"i (exclud- 
ing slaves) amounted to $14.,000,000,- 
000. This ugyregute was the net re- 
sult of the labor and the savings of ull 
the people withm the urea of the United 
Status from the time the tiisl British 
colouibt landed in 1607 down to 1860. 
It represented the fruit of (Ijrf toil ol 
250 years. 
After 1860 the business o! 


the country was encouraged and devel- 
'opt'd by a prot> otive, lurid. At tne enc 
of the tw«nty'ye»rs the total 'property 
of the Uuited States, as returned by 
the census of 1880, amounted to tha 
enormous aggregate of $44.000,000,000 
This great result was attained notwith- 
standing the fact that countless millions 
bad in the interval boen wasted in the 
progress of a bloody war. It thus ap 
penrs that while our population, between 
1860 and 1880, increased sixty per cent., 
the aggregate property of the country 
increased 214 per cent,, showing a vast- 
ly enhanced wealth per capita among 
the people. 
Thirty thousand million 


dollars had been added during these 
twenty years to the permanent wealth 
of the notion. These results .ire re- 
garded by the older nations of the world 
as phenomenal. 
That our country 


should snrmouut the peril and the costs 
of a gigantic war. and for an entire pe- 
riod of twenty years make r.u average 


in to its wealth of $125,000,000 per 


month, surpasses the experience of all 
other nations, ancient or modern. Ev«u 
tbe opponents of the present revenue 
system do not pretend that iu the whole 
history of civilization any parallel can 
b* found to the material progress of the- 
United State* duo* the Mansion of tbe 


Republican party to power. The period 
Between 1860 and to-day has not been 
>ne of material prosperity only. At no 
;ime in the history of tbe United States 
lad there beln such progress in the 
moral and philanthropic field. 
Relig- 


ious and charitable institutes, schools, 
seminaries and colleges 
have been 


founded and endowed far more gener- 
ously than at any previous time in our 
history. Gi eater and more varied relief 
has been extended to help the suffering 
and the entire progress of the country in 
wealth has been accompanied and dignifi- 
ed by a broadening and elevation of our 
national character as a people. Our op- 
ponents find fault that oui revenue sys- 
tem produces a 
surplus. But they 


should not forget that the law was given 
a specific purpose to which all of the 
surplus is profitably and honorably ap- 
plied—the reduction of the public debt 
and the consequent relief of the burden 
of taxation. Not a dollar has been 
wasted, and tho only extravagance with 
which the party stands charged with is 
the generous pensioning of the soldiers 
and sailors and their families, an ex- 
travagance which embodies the highest 
form of justice in the recognition and 
payment of a sacred debt. When a re- 
duction of taxation is to be made the 
Republican parly can bo trusted to ac- 
complish it iu such a form as will most 
effectively aid the industries of the na- 
tion. 


otrr. FOBEiaiSi COMMERCE. 
, 


A frequent accusation by our oppo- 


nents is that the foreign commerce of 
the country has steadily decayed under 
the influences of the protective tariff. 
In this way they seek to array the im- 
porting interest against the Republican 
party. 
It is a common yet radical 


error to confound the commerce of the 
country with its carrying trade, an error 
often committed innocently and some- 
times designedly. But it is an error so 
gross that it does not distinguish be- 
tween the ship and the cargo. Foreign 
commerce represents the exports and 
imports of a country, regardless of the 
nationality of the vessel that may carry 
tho 
commodities of exchange. 
Our 


carrying trade has from obvious causes 
suffered many discouragements since 
1860, but our foreign commerce has iu 
the same period wonderfully and pro- 
digiously increased—increased, indeed, 
ut a rate and to an amount which abso- 
lutely dwarfs all previous developments 
of our trade beyond tho sea. From 1860 
until the present time the foreign com- 
merce of the United States, divided 
with approximate equality between ex- 
ports and imports, reaching the as- 
tounding aggregate of $24,000,000,000. 
The balance,iu the vast commerce is 
included in our favor, but it would have 
been much larger if our trade with 
countries elsewhere referred to hud 
been more wisely adjusted. 
It is diffi- 


cult even to appreciate the magnitude 
of our export trade sinco 1860, and we 
can gain u correct conception of it only 
by comparison with preceding results 
in tbe same field. The total exports 
from the Uuited States from the De- 
claration of Independence in 1776 down 
to tbe day of Lincoln's election in 
1860, added to nil that had previously 
been exported from the American colo- 
nies from their original settlement, 
amounting to less than $9,000,000,000; 
ou tho other band, our exports fiom 
1860 to the close of the late fiscal year 
aggregated §12,000,000,000, the whole 
of it being tho product of American 
Ittbor. Evidently a protective tariff has 
not injured our export trade, when 
under its influence we exported in 
twenty-four years forty per cent, more 
than the amount than had been iu the 
entire previous history of American 
commerce. 
All the details when ana- 


lyzed correspond with this gigantic re- 
sult. The commercial cities of the 
Union never bad such growth us they 
have enjoyed since 1860. Our chief 
emporium, the city of New York, with 
its dependencies has within that period 
doubled its population, and increased 
her wealth five-fold. During the same 
period the imports and exports which 
have entered and left the harbor are 
more than doubled in bulk and value 
tbe whole amount reported by her be- 
tween the settlement of the first Dutch 
colonist and the outbreak of the civil 
war iu 1860. 


AGRICULTURE AND THE TAKIFF. 


The agricultural interest is by far 


tha largest in the nation, and is entitled 
iu every adjustment of revenue to the 
first consideration. 
Any policy hostile 


to the fullest development of agriculture 
in the United States must be abandoned. 
The opponents to tho present system of 
reyeuuo have labored very earnestly to 
persuade tho farmers of the United 
Stales that they are robbed by a pro- 
tective tariff, and the effort is thus made 
to consolidate their vast influence in 
fuvor of free trade. But, happily, the 
farmers of America are intelligent, and 
cannot be misled by sophistry when 
conclusive facts are before them. They 
seo plainly that during the past twenty- 
four years wealth Lias not been acquired 
iu one section or by one interest, at the 
expense of another section or another 
interest. They see that the agricultural 
States have seen even more rapid pro- 
gress than the manufacturing States. 
The farmers see tbut in 1860 Massa- 
chusetts and Illinois had about the 
same 
wealth—between 
$800,000,000 


and $900,000,000 each, and that in 1880 
Massachusetts had advanced to $2,600,- 
000,000, while Illinois had advanced to 
$3,200,000,000. 
They see that Iowa 


and New Jersey were just equal iu pop- 
ulation in 1860, and that in twenty 
years the wealth of New Jersey was in- 
creased by tbe sum of $850,000,000, 
while the wealth of Iowa was increased 
by the sum of $1,500,000,000. 
They 


see that the nine trade agricultural 
States of the West have grown so rap 
idly in prosperity that the aggregate 
addition to the wealth since I860 is 
almost as great au the wealth of the' en- 
tire country in that year. 
They see 


that the South, which is almost ex- 
clusively agricultural, has shared in 
the general prosperity, and that having 
recovered from the loss and devastation 
of war, has gained so rapidly that its 
total wealth ia at least double of that 
which it'possessed in 1860,'exclusive of 
slaves. In these extraordinary develop- 
ments, the farmers see the belpful im- 
pulse of a home market, and they see 
that the financial and revenue system 
enacted since tbe Republican party 
came into power has 'established and' 
constantly expanded the home market. 
They see that even ia the case of wheat, I 


•hich is ytour chief cereal export, they' 


have sold in the average of tbe years 
since the close of the war three bushels 
at home to one they have sold abroad, 
and in the increase of corn, the only 
other cereal which wa export to any 
extent, 100 bushels have been used at 
home to 3% bushels exported. 
In some 


years the disparity has been so great 
that for every peck of corn exported 100 
bushels have been consumed in the 
home market. The farmers see that in 
the increasing competition from the 
grain fields of Russia and from the 
distant plains of India tho growth of 
the home market becomes daily of 
greater concern to them, and that its 
impairment would depreciate the value 
of every acre of 'tillable land in the 
Union. 


OUB INTEKNAL COJIHEBGE. 


Such facts 
as these touching the 


growth and consumption of cereals at 
home, give us some slight conception of 
the vastness of the internal commerce of 
the United States. They suggest, also, 
that in addition to the advantages which 
the American people enjoy from pro- 
tection against foreign competition, they 
enjoy the advantages of absolute free 
trade over a large area and with a greater 
population than any other nation. The 
internal commerce of our thirty-eight 
States and eight Territories is carried on 
without let or hindrance, without tax, 
detention or governmental interference of 
any kind whatever. It spreads over an 
area of 3,500,000 square miles, almost 
equal in extent to the whole continent of 
Europe. 
Its profits are enjoyed to-day 


by 53,000,000 of American freemen, and 
from this enjoyment no monopolj is 
created. Acceding to Alexander Ham- 
ilton, when he discussed the same sub- 
ject in 1790, the internal competition 
which takes place does away with every- 
thing like monopoly, and by degrees re- 
duces the prices of articles to a reason- 
able profit on the capital employed. 
It 


is impossible to point to n single monop- 
oly in tho United States that has been 
created or fostered by the industrial sys- 
tem which is uphold by the Republican 
party. 
Compared with our foreign com- 


merce these domestic exchanges are in- 
conceivably great in amount, requiring 
merely ns one instrumentality as large a 
mileage of railway ns exists to-day iu all 
the other nations of the world combined. 
These internal exchanges arc estimated 
by the Statiscal Bureau of the Treasxiry 
Department to be annually twenty times 
as great in amount as our foreign com- 
merce. It is into this vast field of home 
trade, at once the creation and the heri- 
tage of the American people, that foreign 
nations are striving by every device to 
enter. It is into this field that the op- 
ponents of our present revenue system 
would freely admit the countries of 
Europe; countries into whose internal 
trade we could not reciprocally enter; 
countries to which we should bo sur- 
rendering every advantage of trade;from 
which we phonld be gaining nothing in 
return, while it would be disastrous to 
the mechanics and workiugmen of the 
United States, Wages arc undoubtedly 
reduced when an industrious man is not 
able by his earnings to live in comfort, 
educate his children, and lay by suf- 
ficient for the necessities of age. The 
reduction of wages inevitably consequent 
upon throwing our home market open to 
the world would deprive them of the 
power to do this. It would prove a great 
calamity to our country. It would pro- 
duce a conflict between tho poor and 
rich, and in the sorrowful degradation 
of labor would plant the seeds of public 
danger. The 
Republican party has 


steadily aimed to entertain just relations 
between labor and capital, guarding with 
care the rights of each. A conflict be- 
tween 'the two has always led in the past, 
and will always lead in the future, to the 
injury of both. Labor is iudi&pcnsible 
to the creation and profitable use of cap- 
ital, and capital increases the efficiency 
nnd value of labor. Whoever arrays the 
one against the other is an enemy to 
both. That policy is wisest nnd best 
which harmonizes tho two on the basis 
of absolute justice. 
The Republican 


party has protected the free labor of 
America so that its compensation is 
larger than is realised in any other 
country. 
It has guarded our people 


ngniust the unfair competition of con- 
tract labor from China, nnd may be 
called upon to prohibit a similar growth 
from Europe. It is obviously unfair to 
permit capitalists to make contracts for 
cheap labor in foreign countries to the 
hurt and disparagement of the labor of 
American citizens. Such a policy like 
that, which would leave the time and 
other conditions of home labor excessive- 
ly in control of the employer, is injuri- 
ous to all parties; not the least so to tho 
unhappy persons who are made the sub- 
ject of the cont'-nct. The institutions of 
the United States rely upon the intelli- 
gence and virtue of the people. Suffrage 
is made universal as a just weapon of 
safe protection to every citizen. It is 
no to tthe inte'restaAthe Republican party 
that any economical system should be 
adopted which involves the reduction of 
wages to the hard standard prevailing 
elsewhere. The Republican party aims 
to elevate and dignify labor, not to de- 
grade it as a substitute for the industrial 
system which, under Republican admin- 
istration, has developed such extraordin- 
ary prosperity. 
Our opponents offer a 


policy which is but a series of seven per 
cent, upon our system of revenue—a 
policy whose end must be harm to our 
manufactures and greater harm to our 
labor. To experiment upon an industrial 
nnd financial system is the country's 
greatest dread, as stability is its greatest 
boon. 
Even the xincertainty resulting 


from the recent tariff agitation in Con- 
gress hurtfully effected the business of 
the entire country. 
Who can measure 


the harm to our shops and our homes 
—to our farms nnd our commerce if the 
uncertainty of perpetual strife and agi- 
tation is to be inflicted upon tho country?

the peace of Europe. We aro left to 
cultivate friendly relations with all. 
Free from possible entanglement, the 
United States has no desire to get into 
quarrels, no cause and no desire to en- 
gage in conflict with any power on 
earth, and we may rest in confidence 
that no power desires to attack the 
United States. With tbe nations of the 
Western Hemisphere we should culti- 
vate closer relations, and for our com- 
mon prosperity and advancement we 
should induce them all to join with us 
in an agreement that for the future all 
international troubles 
in 
North or 


South America should be adjusted by 
impartial arbitration, and not by arms. 
This projact was part of the fixed pol- 
icy of President Garfisld's administra- 
tion, and should, iu my judgment, be 
renewed. Its accomplishment ou this 
continent would favorably effect all the 
nations, and thus powerfully contribute 
at no distant day to the universal ac- 
ceptance 
of the 
philanthropic and 


Christian principls of arbitration. 
The 


effect of suggesting it for the Spanish 
American States has been most happy, 
and has increased the confidence of 
those people in our friendly disposition. 
It fell to my lot, as Secretary of State, 
in Juno, 1881, to quiet apprehensions 
in the Republic of Mexico by giving the 
assurance in an official dispatch that 
"there is not the faintest dosire in tha 
United States for territorial aggran- 
dizement south of the Rio Grande 
river." The boundaries of the two Re- 
publics have been established in con- 
formity with the best jurisdictional 
interests of both. 
The line of demarka- 


tion is not merely one of convenience; 
it is more. It separates a Spanish from 
an American people—from a Saxon- 
American people. 
It divides one great 


nation from anothur with distinct and 
natural finality. We seek tho conquest 
of peace. We desire to extend our com- 
merce, and in an especial degree with 
our friends and neighbors on this conti- 
nent. We have not improved our re- 
lations with Spanish America as we 
should and as we might have done. For 
more than a generation tho sympathy 
of these countries has been allowed to 
drift away from us. 
Wo should now 


make every effort to gain their friend- 
ship. Our trade with tlnm is already 
large. During the last year our ex- 
changes in the Western Hemisphere 
have amounted to $350,000,000—nearly 
one-fourth of our entire foreign com- 
merce. To those who may disposed to 
underrate the value o£ our trade with 
the countries of North and South Amer- 
ica, 
it may bo well to state that their 


production ia nearly $50,000,000, and 
that in proportion to aggregate numbers 
we import nearly double as much from 
them as we do from Europe. 
But the 


result of the whole amount of trade is 
iu a high degree unsatisfactory. The 
imports during ths past year exceed 
S22d,000,000, while tne exports were 
less thnn $125,000,000, showing a bal- 
ance against us of more than $100,- 
0000,000. 
We send large sums to Eu- 


rope in coin, or its equivalent, to pay 
European 
manufacturers 
for 
goods 


which they send to Spanish America. 
We are but paymasters of this enor- 
mous amount sent annually to European 
factors—an amount which is a serious 
draft in every financial depression upon 
our resources of specie. Cannot this 
condition of trade in groat part be 
changed? Oauuot tha market for our 
products be greatly enlarged? We have 
made a beginning of our effort to im- 
prove trade relations with Mexico, and 
we should not be content until similar 
and mutually advantageous arrange- 
ments have been successfully made 
with every nation of North and South 
America. While tho great powers of 
Europe are steadily enlarging their 
colonial domain in Asia and Africa, the 
especial province of this country should 
be to improve and expaud its trade 
with the nations of America. The field 
promises so much. No field has been 
cultivated so little. Our foreign policy 
should bo an American bolicy in the 
broadest sense, and in the most com- 
prehensive sense a policy of peaco and 
friendship and of commercial enlarge- 
ment. The name of America, which 
belongs to us in our national capacity, 
must always exalt the patriotism of its 
citizens. It must be tho panoply and 
safeguard of him who wears it. 
The 


American citizen, rich or poor, native 
or naturalized, white or colored, must 
everywhere walk secure iu his personal 
and civil rights. The Republic should 
never accede a lesser duty. It can never 
assume a nobler one than the protection 
of the humblest man who owes it loyal- 
ly; protection at home and protection 
which shall follow him abroad into 
whatever land he may go upon a lawful 
mission. 


THE SOUTHERN STATES. 


I recognize, not without regret, the 


necessity of speaking of two sections of 
our common country; but the regret di- 
minishes when I see that the elements 
which separated them are fast disappear- 
ing. Prejudices have yielded and are 
yielding. While a growing cuuntry warms 
the Southern and the Northern heart 
alike, can any one doubt that between 
the sections confidence and esteem nre 
to-day more marked than at any period 
in the^gixty years proceeding the election 
of President Lincoln? This is the re- 
sult in part of time and in part of Re- 
publican principles applied under the 
favorable conditions of uniformity.

CIVIL SHE VICE. 


The general character of tho civil 


service of the United States under all 
administrations has been honorable in 
the one supreme test, the collection and 
distribution and disbursement of reve- 
nue. The record of fidelity has never 
been surpassed in any nation. With 
the almost fabulous sums which were 
received and paid during the late war, 
scrupulous integrity was the prevailing 
rule. Indeed, throughout that trying 
period it can be said, to the honor of 
the American name, that unfaithfulness 
and dishonesty among civil officers wer« 
as rare as misconduct and cowardice 
were on the field of battle. The growth 
of the country has continually and 
necessarily enlarged the civil service 
until it includes a large body of officers. 
The rules and methods of appointments 
which prevailed when the number was 
smaller, has been found insufficient 
and impracticable, and earnest efforts 
have been made to separate tho offices 
from partisan influence and personal 
control. Impartiality in the mode of 
appointment, to be based on qualifica- 
tions, and security of tenure to be based 
on a faithful discharge of duty are the 
two ends to be accomplished. 
The pub- 


lic business will be aided by separating 
tho legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment from all control of appointments, 
nnd the Executive Department be re- 
lieved by subjecting appointment by 
fixed rules, and thus relieving them 
from the caprice of favoriteism. 
But 


there should be n rigid observance of 
tho law which gives in all cases of equal 
competency the preference to the sol- 
diers who risked their lives in defense 
of the Union. I entered Congress in 
1863, and in a somewhat prolonged 
servico I never found it expedient to 
request or recommend the removal of a 
civil officer except iu four instances, 
and this for non-political reasons which 
were instantly conclusive with the ap- 
pointing power. 
The officers in my 


district, appointed by Mr. Lincoln iu 
1861 upon the recommendation of my 
predecessor, served, as a rule, until 
death or resignation. I adopted at the 
beginning of service the test of competi- 
tive examination for appointments to 
West Point, and maintained it, as I had 
the right by law to nominate a cadet. In 
the 
case of many officers I 
found*' 


that the present law, which arbitrarily 
limits the term 
of tho commission, 


offered a constant temptation to changes 
for mere political reasons. 
I have pub- 


licly expressed the belief that the essen- 
tial modification of that law would iu 
many respects be advantageous. My 
observation in tho Department of State 
confirmed the conclusions of my legisla- 
tive experience, and impressed me with 
the conviction that the rule of impartial 
appointment might with advantage be 
curried beyond any existing provision of 
the civil service law. It should be ap- 
plied to appointments in the consular 
service. Consuls should be commercial 
sentinels, encircling the 
globe with 


watchfulness for their country's interest. 
Their intelligence nnd competency be- 
come, therefore, matters of great public 
concern. No man should be appointed 
to an American Consulate who is not 
well instructed in the history nnd re- 
sources of his own country, and the re- 
quirements and language of commerce 
in the country to which ho is sent. The 
same rule should be-applied even more 
rigidly to Secretaries of Legation. 


DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 


The people have tho right to the most 


efficient agents in the discharge of the 
public business, and 
the 
appointing 


power should regard this ns the prior 
nnd ulterior consideration. 


THIS 1IOEMOK QUESTION. 


Religious liberty is the right of every 


citizen in the Republic. Congress is 
forbidden by the Constitution to make 
any Inw respecting the establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the fren exercise 
thereof. For n century under this guar- 
tee, 
Protestant and Catholic, Jew find 


Gentile, have worshipped God according 
to the dictates of conscience. But religi- 
ous liberty must not be perverted to the 
justification of offenses against the law. 
A religious sect, strongly .entrenched in 
one of the Territories of tho Union nnd 
spreading rapidly into four other Terri- 
tories, claims the right to destroy tho 
great safeguard and monument of social 
order and to practice as n religious privi- 
lege ti crime punished with a severe pen- 
alty in every State of the Union. 
The 


sacredness and unity of the family must 
be preserved, ns the foundation of all 
civil governments, as the surest guaran- 
, tee of moral purity. 
The claim of the 


Mormons that they aro divinely author- 
ized to practice polygamy should no 
more be admitted than the claim of cer- 
tain heathen tribes if they should come 
among us to continue the rite of human 
sacrifice. The law does not interfere 
with what a man believes; it takes cog- 
nizance of what he does as n citizen. 
The Mormons are entitled to the same 
civil rights as others, and to these they 
must be confined. Polygamy can never 
receive national sanction nor toleration 
by admitting the community that up- 
holds it as a State in the Union. Like 
others, the Mormons must learn that the 
liberty of the individual ceases where the 
rights oi society begins. 


OUR C02BENET. 


The people of the United States, 


though often urged aud tempted, have 
never seriously contemplated the recog- 
nition of any other money than gold and 
silver, and currency directly convertible 
into them. They hava not done BO. 
They will not do so under any necessity 
lesR pressing than that of desperate war. 
The special requisite for the completion 
of our monetary system is the fixing of 
the relative values of silver and gold. 
The large use of silver as the money of 
commerce among Asiatic nations,'taken 
ia connection with the increasing com- 
meroa of the world, gives the weightiest 
reasons for an international agreement 
in the premises. Oar Government 
should not cease to urge this measure 
until a common standard of value shall 
be reached and established—a standard 
that shall enable the United States to 
use the silver from its mines aa an aux-

The EepuWicans of the United States, 


, 
in national convention assembled, re- 
new their allegiance to the principles 
upon which they have triumphed in six 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratulate the American people on 
the attainment' of so many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Republican party has, after saying 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and beneficent, 
the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
est purposes of our citizens. The 
Bepablican party has gained its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform. 


We lament the death of President 


Qarfield; whose sound statesmanship, 
long conspicuous in Congress, gave 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of his office as 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in war and peace 
has endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. In the administra- 
tion of President Arthur we recognize 
a 
wise, conservative and patriotic 


policy, under which the country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. We believe his eminent services 
are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty of a good Govern- 


ment to protect the rights and promote 
the interests of its own people. The 
largest diversity of industry is most 
productive of general prosperity and 
the comfort and independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. 


We recognize the importance of sheep 
husbandry in the United States, the 
serious depression which it is n'ow ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we theiefore 
respect the demands of the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have full and adequate 
protection. We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for revenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government suuh du- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford secu- 
rity to our diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages o: 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and the labor- 
ing man his full share in the national 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic system 


of the Democratic party, which would 
degrade our labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party haa failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden ot 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Republican 
party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious and indis- 
criminate process of horizontal reduc- 
tion, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. The Bepxiblican 
party favors n policy which shall keep 
us from entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations and which gives us the 
right to expect that foreign nations 
shall retrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. The policy which seeka 
peace can trade with all Powers, but es- 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi- 
ciency, that it may in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens and tbe 
interests of American commerce, and 


call upon Congress to remove the 


settlement of national differences 
international arbitration. 


The Bepablican party, having its 
birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workingmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at home or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation as is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 


The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under Bepublican ad- 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 


The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the bands of non-resident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. Ws demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all land grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
compliance with the actn of incorpora- 
tion, in all cases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 


The perpetuity of pur institutions 


rests upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party in 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of the voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
the preservation of our free institutions, 
and we solemnly arraign tbe Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of such fraud and violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our most earnest efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territoriea wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


people are due to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of tbe application.

burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it may 
again be true that we have a commerce. 
It is the duty of Congress to enact 


such laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, and 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be. 


The people of the United States, in 
their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy of 
States. The National Government is 
supreme within tbe sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 


We have always recommended the 
best money known to the civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the commercia' nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix foralUhe rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations of commerce with 


foreign nations and between the States 
ds one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Bepnblican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation 


oL railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one for the protection of all 
classes of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws. 
• 
We favor the establishment of a na- 
tional bureau of labor, the enfercemeut 
of the eight-boar law, and a wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriations from tbe 
national revenue where the same is 
needed.
